REMARKS 


Applicants received a Notice of Allowance mailed December 21, 2005 stating that the 
Examiner had allowed claims 35-48. After receiving the Notice of Allowance, Applicants' 
undersigned attorney discovered some minor clerical errors in claims 45 and 48, which were 
rewritten by the Examiner by way of an Examiner's Amendment In particular, Applicants 
submit that the clarity of claims 45 and 48 could be improved by inserting — side — before 
"edges" at line 4, by inserting a comma — , - between "edges" and "said at line 8, and by 
inserting — pad — after "absorbent" at line 11.
